Germany's. Cupidity Must Be 
Carbed, Jonescu Tells 
British.

LONDON, Friday, Sept. 8—The Ru- 
manian statesman, Take Jonescu, tele- 
graphed the following message to The 
Daily Chronicle, dated Bucharest, 
Sept. 6: 

‘‘Rumania’s entry into the war is 
simply the outcome of the entire history 
of the Rumanian people.
